Can Split Stock at Seams 


Memphis, Tenn., April 1 UP)— 


Some new livestock feeds are so 
powerful

Dr. H. J. Prebluda, nutritionist, 


told the National Farm Chemur- 
gic Council today • that scientists 
will have to breed new animals 
with greater capacities to handle 
food.

Farmers are demanding ani- 


mals that grow faster on less 
food so they can increase their 
profits. 


New high energy 'feeds are rich 


in vitamins, especially the new 
vitamin, B12, found in what is 
called the. "animal' protein fac-. 
tor." They are ' low in materials, 
such as fiber,'that do not gener- 
ate energy in animals; This causes 
rapid growth. 
' . 


Dr. Prebluda said whon these 


feeds are fed ,to poultry it is like 
pouring rich coal into a furnace. 
Rjch coal needs a good draft to 
burn efficiently. But the birds are 
not capable of burning rich feeds 
under 
draft. 
They 
burst 
the 


limits of the capacity to handle 
food. They have a physical break- 
down.

Dr. Prebluda, nutritionist for 


U. S. Industrial Chemicals, Inc., 
New York, ' said genticists can 
breed animals with greater abil- 
ity to gro\y rapidly. And this, he 
said, is being done. 


But don't look-for these nutri- 


tion scientists to produce giants. 
What Dr. Prebluda wants to do 
is develop animals that put on 
the greatest weight and mature 
in the shortest time on the least 
food. 
This 
saves 
the 
farmer 


money 
and 
produces 
cheaper 


meat. 


He said only a short time ago 


it took 3% pounds of feed to pro- 
duce one pound of broiler meat.- 
Now a pound*of poultry meat can 
be produced from 2V6 pounds of 
feed. Birds that reach top weight 
in 14 weeks on old type feeds 
reach top weight in nine weeks 
on the new feeds, he said. But 
they could grow even faster if 
they could handle the rich feeds 
better.

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STOCK MARKET MARGIN 


Somewhere in the now successful cam- 


paign to get a reduction of the required mar- 
gin on stock exchange trading, somebody 
began referring to margin as a "cash down 
payment" on the purchase of stocks. This 
is a half-truth. It is not truth at all as 
applied to the use of margin which brought 
government regulation of it in the first 
place. 


A cash down payment on a purchase im- 


plies an intent to pay the balance of the pur- 
chase price, as in installment buying. It is 
true that margin is used in that way. It is 
used to allow an investor, who is • buying 
stock as a legitimate investment, to pay a 
portion of the market price at the time of 
purchase and pay the balance later, in six 
months or a year. 


But the other and more common use of 


margin is quite different. 'Margin is used to 
increase the trading power, of a speculator. 
It is a means by which the speculator can 
handle an amount of stocks he could not 
pay for. Under the present fifty per. cent 
requirement, a speculator with $100,000 can 
buy and sell 5200,000 worth of stocks., He 
never really owns them, .never pays, for 
them or intends to. He only, guarantees to 
the broker that he will pay a loss of up to 
fifty per cent of the purchase price if the 
stock quotation should go the wropg way, 
so that he loses money instead of "making it 
Very low margin requirements, only fifteen 
per cent at one time in the thirties, led to 
the highly inflated condition of stocks before 
the crash of 1929, because speculators were 
buying and selling stocks in great quantities 
at only fifteen per cent of the quoted values. 
The fifteen per cent represented/the actual 
investment of the traders, the other eighty-, 
fiye-per cent was borrowed money. 


The use of margin for gambling purposes 


is dangerous to the whole national economy.' 
On the other hand the use of margin to 
make legitimate investment ' easier is a 
healthy procedure which stimulates the 
economy, as does credit and installment 
selling of goods on a sound basis.

A reader of the picture book, "Lite," was an- 


gered over the continued pre-eminence of one of 
its editors whose political history he did not like. 
So he wrote to the editor of "Life," Henry R. Luce, 
The reply to that tetter did not come from the 
aforesaid Harry Luce but from John Shaw Bill- 
ings, who signs himself as editorial director. The 
reader gave me the correspondence, which I find 
extraordinarly interesting. 


In the first place, John Shaw Billings thinks of 


editors and writers as of janitors or elevator boys 
without regard to opinions, character or rela- 
tions to the community. For this is what Mr. Bill- 
ings has to say on the subject: 
"It has always been a working rule at 'Time, 


Inc.1 that a man's private life was his own and 
that his politics outside the office' was not a com- 
pany concern. He was judged on his professional 
performance here and his compatabiyty with the 
general journalistic, purposes of our magazines. 
In the case of Communists, our rule naturally does 
not apply, as a matter of self-protection." 


Of course, "Time, Inc." is 'entitled to manage 
its own affairs and "Life" is a popular and success- 
ful publication. Mr. Billings's objectivity is, how- 
ever, exciting. ..Apparently a thief, a murderer, a 
marijuana addict could be a "Life" editor as long 
as he did not do it in the office. But can a man be 
one thing at home and another in the office? Can 
a man, for instance, be a fellow-traveler at home 
and a loyal American in the office? 


Mr. Billings's only objection to Communists, in 
spite of all that has been disclosed in the Chambers- 
Hiss case, in the investigations of the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities, etc., has to do 
with-"se!f-protection." It is a little hard to under- 
stand what self-protection 'has to do with a man's 
private life being his own and "his politics outside 
the office" "not a company concern." 


Maybe, John Shaw Billings is right that a 


man who writes opinions, views, ideas, may have 
private opinions at home and "compatibility with 
the general journalistic purposes", in the office. It 
is a litile difficult to understand how a man can 
use his mind with such flexibility, particularly when 
the intellectual attitudes at home and in office 
are in conflict. 
There are men and women who say that they 


can set; all sides of a question. They usually regard 
the person who adheres to a doctrine ns u bigot. 
They look upon themselves as liberals nnd by lib- 
eralism they mean not the search for human lib- 
erty, but rather for a soft attitude, a willingness 
to avoid decisions, a rejection of the positive. John 
Shaw Billings, in this curious letter writes: 
" . . . Liberalism is largely a matter of degree 
and his -has never gone to such an extreme that we 
were embarrassed by his outside activities or dis- 
trustful, of his journalistic judgments." 


(The person referred to is not 'indicated in this 


discussion because his name is of no interest). 
- What are the degrees of .liberalism? What an 
indefinable word-is this liberalism. I presume from 
the context of the correspondence that by liberalism 
is meant the range of 'ideas and conflicts, from 
slightly off-color to Communism or Fascism or 
anarchism.

MUCH IS KNOWJT ABOUT CANCER 


i, 
Many of us may grow! impatient when we think 


of the thousands of 'research workers air over the 
world seeking to find the cause of cancer and also 
of the huge amounts of money spent arid being 
spent on this 'search. What we do not know— and so 
cannot appreciate^-is .that a great many discov- 
eries have been made abou? cancer, so that scien- 
' tists know a great deal about what it is and, what 
is just as important;, what it is not. 


An- editorial in. the' "Canadian Medical .Journal'.': 


.states., that no single -problem in medicine, is being. 
.studied .more intently than , is cancer. We have. 
learne'd much about the many factors which may.be 
responsible for "starting" cancer: 
Injection of 


chemicals. X-rays, radium, ultraviolet rays, diet, 
heredity. 


Certain other points have, been established re- 
garding cancer that will save the time of cancer 
research workers throughout the world. 


One important. point is that cancer cells do not 
start as cancer cells, but are normal cells which' 
have -been irritated in some manner.'so grow unruly.- 
and become gangster cells. Another cancer discov- 
ery is thatj there are simple or harmless growths 
which, for some reason, develop into cancer. Also, 
that cancer cells are not supplied with nerves by 
the body although they draw abundant blood from 
the body; that animals of all kinds develop cancer, 
but each cancer is specific or peculiar to each ani- 
mal. Cancer is always a "group" of cells; there is 
no single cancer cell. 


Notwithstanding all the above knowledge, just 


what the essential, or real, nature of cancer is, is 
still unknown. Cancer can be started by the above" 
irritants (chemicals, X-ray, etc.-).; but after the 
process is started, the' cancer 'cells multiply them- 
selves without any further starting .process. What 
happens in this cell -that causes it to grow and mul- 
tiply and become a cancer cell, is the goal sought 
by research workers. What we do know is ' that 
once the cancer process get under way, it becomes 
a parasite in and on the body.

It Is Fortunate for The Country That We Have in Congress 


Veteran Lawmakers Who Keep the President on His Toes 


•»- DAVID 


' Washington, April 1—It costs a 
great deal to educate a president 
of the United States in the sim- 
ple laws of economics. 
It is a 


fortunate thing that- there is a 
congress of independent minds to 
make up for the deficiencies in a 
president's judgment. It is par- 
ticularly 
fortunate, 
moreover, 
that the nation has a man with 
the stature -and mental capacity 
of Senator Walter F. George of 
Georgia, Democrat, chairman of 
the all-importanj Senate ' finance 
committee, to keep a president 
from committing blunders that 
can .intensify the present reces- 
sion and plunge the country into 
deep depression. 


President 
Truman 
says that 
Senator George is wrong when 
the .latter objects to an increase 
in tax rates at this time because 
it might lead to depression. Mr. 
Truman added that the greatest 
danger, as far as depression is 
concerned,' would be deficit opera- 
tion of the government. 
Mr. Truman is a man of very 


poor memory. The Roosevelt ad- 
ministration from 1933 to 1940 
showed a deficit, and it was Mr. 
Roosevelt's way of trying to re- 
cover from the depression. 


It is deficit financing which is 


usually- advocated when the na- 
tion gets into a depression, and 
this is -because tax receipts are 
inadequate to meet expenses. 
What Mr. Truman doesn't know 
apparently is that to increase 
taxes 'When a d'jflation has' begun 
is to increase the momentum of 
the deflation. He himself told the 
press this week that the reduction 
of stock-market margin require- 
ments by the Federal Reserve 
Board, which was done with his 
approval, cume about because the 
board 
feels that the national ..,.,... 


economy generally is In the midst frain 
of a deflationary phase. 


IL', therefore, the Federal Re- 
serve; Board .announces in' effect 
that a deflation is oh, what should 
tax policy be? 


Certainly experience has proved 
that tax reduction is what is cus- 
;tomarily sought 'in a deflation. 
The movies and the varfous serv- 
ice industries which are compelled 
to pay .excise taxes are begging 
congress to remove such- taxes 
because receipts have dropped. 
Thus the public is resisting high 
total 'prices that, include taxes; 
and many producers feel that re- 
moval of the tax . and the re-, 
sultaht reduced price will mean 
increased sales. 
But the excise taxes are only a 
part of the''picture. The imposi- 


tioir of'higher tax rates on busi- 
nesses will mean a passing on to 
the public of such increased ex- 
penses. This must result in higher 
and higher prices and a lower 
volume of sales and hence an in- 
voluntary curtailment of output. 
This, in turn, leads to the laying 
off of employes. This means di- 
minished purchasing power and 
can start the whole chain, reaction 
that sends depression to its most 
drastic stages. 
The higher tax rates will also 


begin to pinch individuals, who 
will have, in effect, a cut in their 
take-home 
pay 
imposed 
upon 


them. Just how the government 
can expect purchasing power to 
be maintained and business to 
continue to make the same profits 
ns last year when tax rates siphon 
off that purchasing power would 
be a mystery to anyone except 
perhaps Mr. Truman. 
Since the 
election, the President takes par- 
ticular pleasure in saying every« 
body who may differ with him is 
wrong. 


Even those radical advisers of 
Mr. Truman who do think that 
this is a year to Increase tuxes

Taylor Is Pleased 
As Alabama Jury 
Finds Him Guilty 


, Birmingham, Ala., April 1 (<9?)— 
A Circuit Court jury pleased just 
about 
everybody 
directly, con- 


cerned when it convicted Senator 
Glen H. Taylor;.(D.-Idaho) of dis- 
orderly conduct last night. 


The jury fined Taylor $50 and 


sentenced him to '180 days in jail. 


"That's fine," said Taylor. He 


added that the verdict gives him 
a chance to test the case in higher 
courts through appeal. His appeal 
was filed immediately. 


City attorneys and Police Com- 


missioner Eugene (Bull) Connor 
agreed with the senator that the 
verdict was fine. 


Taylor, then a candidate for 
vice-president on the ticket with 
Henry Wallace, was arrested by 
city police May '1. He had at- 
tempted to enter a. door reserved 
for Negroes at a .meeting of the 
Southern Negro Youth Congress. 


His police court trlnl May 4 re- 


sulted in a fine'of S50 and a sen- 
tence of 180 days. The jail sen- 
tence, was suspended. The Circuit 
Court trial was on appeal from 
that conviction.

through his attorneys, 'contended 
the case "arose from Birmingham 
laws requiring, separation of white 
persons and Negroes. 


Judge. George Lewis Bailes, pre- 
siding in "Circuit Court, disagreed 
in these words:' 
"If this defendant committed 
the acts charged .at the entrance 
to an old ladies quilting party, is 
he more or less guilty?" 
Taylor took the stand to say 
"segregation is the issue," and to 
deny testimony of city 'witnesses 


that he sought, to force his way 
into the May.l meeting.
